City Engineer Jacob Joseph 
(old the council (hat a Long 
Eo.ich fli'm had been licensed 

"by the city to operate a truck­ 
ing operation here, but he could 
t.ot say that the dumping had 
been properly licensed, therefore 
tho order by the council for 
the check.

On a .second motion, contin­ 
gent upon the first, operators 
of the dump were ordered to 
fence in the dump In conform- 
ancc with the city's oil ordi­ 
nance. The fencing would be 
compulsory if the operators of 
the dump were; found to tie con- 
-'ucting their operations with 
Tie proper licensing, otherwise 

"an action to force the closing 
of the dump would be in or­ 
der.

Complaints from residents In 
the area and along Hawthorne 
boulevard, route of the trucks 
from tbe oil .fields to the dump, 
centered about the heavy volume 
of truck traffic and the spilling 
of oil up and down the length 
of Hawthorne boulevard in 
South Torrance.

Joseph said that he had per­ 
sonally observed the operations 
during the week, and that the 
trucks appeared to be using all 
possible precautions in loading 
and driving between the fields 
and the dump in order to ke.ep

City Engineer Joseph and 

City Attorney James Hall were 
ordered by the council to check 
Into the validity of the opera­ 
tions.

In discussion about the oper­ 
ation of the Torrance Sand and 
Gravel Products, residents of 
the area were told by the city 
engineer that the operation of 
the plant was within the law 
as far as the terms of the vari­ 
ance granted the company.

William Cameron, who lives at 
3010 Winlock drive, had asked 
about the variance inasmuch as 
the operation of the company 
had been moved closer to the 
Pacific Hillg homes during the 
past year.

It was pointed out 'that the 
original variance confined th.e 
operat ions lo a- 50-acrc site, and 
Joseph said Investigation show­ 
ed thai the company was still 
within tho legal area.

City Attorney Hall reminded 
the residents present in the 
council chambers that their only 
recourse was to file a nuisance 
complaint against the operators 
of the pit.

In the meantime operations 
continue and the residents ap­ 
pear .reluctant to Initiate court 
action to halt the operators.

Advanced by Drale

_..il Issue, was tossed nl the 
City Council Tuesday evening by 
Councilman Nick Drale.

Before voting <>n the ordin­ 
ance of intention of forming 
Water District. No. 3 here. Urale 
asked City Manager (Inorgc Sic- 
vens It It. were true thnl the 
water rates In Tot-ranee would 
be increased to pay off the 
principal and Interest on the pro­ 
posed bonds.

Stevens told the councilman 
that was the plan submitted by 
.lames C. Montgomery, hydro- 
engineer hired by the city to 
survey the water system and 
recommend a method of expand-­ 
In g and modernizing It.

"If we are going to raise the 
rat'es to -pay for the honfl issue, 
why. cant ..thc_rily Just, raise Hit 
rates and pay fo;- tiir Improve 
tnents on a pay-as-you-go basis?" 
Drale nsiced. .

Slevens pointed out that such 
a method of financing improve- 
ments on the city's water sys­ 
tem would be entirely imprac­ 
ticable because "you can't build 
a reservoir on a pay-as-you-go 
basis over a period of 10 years."

"And it's not 10 years from 
now that we need the water im­ 
provements, hut we need them 
right now," Stevens said.

Drale said he based his sug­ 
gestion on the fact that no one 
knows what kind of a 'city Tor- 
ranee will be 10 years from now.

It' was pointed out agnin that 
the improvements planned were 
needed to make the- system ade­ 
quate now; The reservoir ane1 
improved feeder lines to be put 
in if the bond issue is passed 
at the coming elections would 
serve as a basis for expansion 
of the capacity of our water 
works, and is needed now to 
make the system up-to-date in 
the mattft of fire protection.

The victim Is Mrs. Josephine 
r,. nrown, who has a niece, Dor­ 
othy Turner, living at 1800 Plaza 
del A mo. A brother. Joseph La- 
Porte, lives at ,24203 Lomlta 
drive.

Seconds before the accident, 
the victim had inquired of J. K. 
Stroh, an off-duty policeman, 
where she might catch a bus. 
She was struck a fesv seconds 
later as she attempted to cross 
Arlington avenue..

Released on S300 bail was the 
driver of the auto, a 27-year-old 
Marine corporal, Walter Ray­ 
mond Connor, of the El Toro 
Marine base. Connor was charged 
with manslaughter, a misdemea­ 
nor,'and released by City Judge 
Otto B.'Willelt, who set his pre­ 
liminary hearing for October 18 
at 2 p.m. Police Chief John 
Stroh said the prosecution would 
not push the case, since there 
was no indication of negligence 
on the part of the driver, and 
because there were no witnesses 
to the accident.
